Only  once  or  twice  this  year  has  UNIVERSE  editorial 
policy  been  so  objectionable  that  it  caused  reverberations 
of  any  import,  but  we’re  sure  that  everything  we  say  isn’t 
taken  without  exception,  or  without  difference  of  opinion. 

The  only  articles,  notices  or  pictures  which  have  been 
omitted  have  been  left  out  because  of  failure  to  comply  with  the 
rules  which  must  be  set  to  facilitate  the  efficient  production  of 
the  publication.  (In  plain  language,  they  didn’t  meet  deadlines, 
or  were  pushed  out  of  space  by  more  important  articles.) 

No  intentional  deference  to  any  organization,  group  or  per- 
son or  department,  has  been  shown  nor  will  it  be,  under  present 
administration  and  the  Safety  Valve  will  print  any  non-libel ous 
material  submitted. 

Recently  the  Brooklyn  College  Vanguard,  student  publi- 
cation of  Brooklyn  College,  passed  out  of  existence  after  the 
presses  stopped  rolling  last  October. 

The  Vanguard  stopped  publication  because  it  would  not 
comply  with  a publications  committee  ruling  requiring  the 
paper  to  publish  two  editorials  on  every  stand  that  it  took. 
The  last  editorial  explained  the  impossibility  of  following  that 

rilling. 

Other  factors,  of  course,  contributed  to  the  paper’s  su- 
spension. The  Vanguard  had  opposed  many  administrative  de- 
cisions. It  had  asked  the  school’s  President  if  he  was  “afraid 
of  ideas”  when  the  Labor  Youth  League  had  been  forbidden  to 
meet  on  the  campus. 

It  is  ridiculous  to  imagine  that  two  editorial  stands  can  be 
taken  by  any  paper,  college  or  otherwise.  The  very  term 
Editorial  means  “an  article  published  as  an  expression  of  views 
of  the  editor.  . So,  of  necessity,  an  opinion  must  be  stated, 
a side  must  be  taken.  Both  sides  of  a story  may  be  reported, 
but  then  the  article  is  not  an  editorial. 

A college  newspaper  is  a part  of  the  institution.  In  addi- 
tion to  being  an  outlet  for  students’  creative  abilities,  the  col- 
lege publication  is  the  student’s  source  of  information  and  a 
vital  part  of  college  life.

Some  students  are  here  at  the  Y because  the  atmosphere  is 
clean.

The  only  favorable  indication  to 
come  from  the  meeting  of  the 
Deputy  Foreign  Ministers  in 
Paris  is  that  the  parties  involved 
are  still  on  speaking  terms.  Pro- 
gress was  at  a standstill  as  of 
Saturday.  Ambassador  Phillip 
Jessup  of  the  U.  S.  announced 
that  the  Western  powers  are  pre- 
pared to  discuss  issues,  providing 
that  Russia  does  not  phrase  her 
propositions  in  a manner  pre- 
judging those  issues. 

At  the  week's  end,  Russia’s 
Andrei  Gromyko  rejected  the 
West’s  offer  of  compromise,  and 
was  expected  to  deliver  a full 
reply  on  Monday.  This  will  lead 
to  a showdown  and  may  clear  the 
atmosphere  for  continuation  of 
the  meeting.  Certainly  U.  S.  Am- 
bassador Phillips  left  the  door 
open  to  compatible  arrangements, 
if  the  Russians  so  desire. 

East  has  met  West  for  six  fruit- 
less sessions  during  the  past 
week,  with  much  fencing  for  ad- 
vantageous position  on  the  part 
of  both.  East  entered  the  con- 


ference alert  for  signs  of  decep- 
tion in  the  other  camp.  It  is  now 
time  that  good  faith  be  shown  by 
all  four  nations  in  drawing  up 
an  agenda  favorable  to  prolong- 
ing the  peace.  Only  then  can 
the  men  who  really  mold  the 
world’s  international  policies  be 
brought  together. 

In  the  nation’s  capitol, 
House  of  Representatives  seems 
determined  to  curtail  the  power 
of  the  President  regarding  a uni- 
versal military  training  program, 
according  to  chairman  Carl  Vin- 
son (D.  Ga.)  of  the  house  armed 
services  committee.  The  House 
bill  is  expected  to  be  modified 
considerably  when  it  reaches  the 
senate,  but  house  members  will 
insist  that  congress  approve  any 
detailed  plan  before  it  goes  into 
effect. 

In  the  far  east,  continued  re- 
ports of  U.  N.  successes  come 
pouring  in  with  no  indications  of 
a setback  in  sight.  With  Greek, 
British  and  U.  S.  troops  forging 
ahead  all  along  the  line,  stories 
of  twelve  thousand  men  killed  in 
72  hours  no  longer  seem  incredi- 
ble. 

The  terrible  aspect  of  this  war 
is  that  no  end  is  in  view,  despite 
great  enemy  losses  in  personnel. 
With  spring  in  sight,  and  new 
Chinese  Communist  offensives  a 
probability,  the  problem  of  bomb- 
ing supply  lines  in  Manchuria  be- 
comes pertinent.  MacArthur  has 
asked  Washington  for  advice  on 
Manchurian  bombing,  but  no  de- 
cisions are  available  to  public 
knowledge.
